Here is shown, as a solace for the "niugniti- 
cenl" merit system, an increase of only |il,- 
•472.1'3 in the gross recei])ts, as an offset to a 
loss of $2,002.10 in the net revenue. 

The other notable increases are $2,237.50 in 
the item of clerk hire alone, the "merit system" 
requiring $3,637.50 to pay clerks for practi- 
cally the same work that the "spoils system" 
accomplished with |l,400t 

Then the item of "incidentals" grew from 
$41.91 under the '^spoilsmen" to $481.12 un- 
der the **refonneTi," while the per cent of ex- 
pense to gross recdpto rose from 50 under the 
old plan to 68 under the new. 

The increase in the Free Delivery is due to 
the law which advances the pi^ of Carriers 
according to clasaificalion. 

In 1898 the per cent, of expense of the 
Maysville Postoffice was the lowest of any 
office having Free Delivery, and not in a Gov- 
ernment Building, in Kentucky; in 1903, it 
was the highest, with tlM exception of Hop- 
kinsville.
